asked for; though more, not less, enjoy- 
ment of them. One or’ two flowers ‘will 
suflice for specimens till the name is found, 
and after that they will greet you in 
their wild homes like old friends glad to 
seo you, 

There will be no need to pick many to 
bring a great harvest home; perhaps, when 
the names are known, there is no need to 
pick any at all. Many plants would not die 
for yielding up their delight, if flowers were 
cut instead of being picked—blucbells and 
orchids-especially should always be cut with 
a sharp knife, and the smaller periwinkle, 
have found, though it fades in water very 
soon if picked, will live and flourish for days 
when cut. 

Cut your flowers, then—this is one easy 
precaution. Leave the rare flowers to 
grow; they are the prizes that you must not 
win—or at least not more than once. Never 
pick all the flowers of any group; and do not 
bring roots home. Do not keep a Hortus 
siccus in your library, but a rare county or 
two in your winter heart. Look out for 
traveller's joy ; there is no need to pick that 
flower—if you know its name it is everlasting.

CARRS LANE CHAPEL, 
Birmingham, By the Rev. Leyton Richards, 


“IS Churctt is one of the historic edifices of Nonconformity: in 
England, Ourwardly,, its fabric is plain and unadorned, and 
‘might emily be mistaken by the passer-by fer one of the ‘many 
‘warehouses which. stand in the central district of Biemingham } a glance 
athe notice board, however, would indicate that this drab brick building. 
jie Cams Lane Meeting House, for iis on this site that the Church hat 
(gathered since the seventeenth century. ‘To ask why a Nonconformist con- 
{egation should have flourished for two and « half centuries in the middle 
ff a big city iv to go back to an interesting piece of history. Tt was Bizming- 
{iam which filped to recondition Cromucll's army on its way to." Wore 
‘esters crowning mercy” in’ 1654, and it is recorded by Clarendon, the 
Royalist historian, that Birmingham "declared a more peremptory malice 
ty His Majesty than any other place.” ‘The town had lang been & hotbed 
of Puritan feeling, and when ‘some two thousand ‘clergymen of the 
Esuablished Church were ejected from thete livings in 1662, many of them 
locked to Birmingham as a refuge. Even after the Five Mile Act 
bbeen imposed, which forbade non-episcopal divines ta. preach within five 
rniles ofa corporate sown, Birmingham sill became the residence of the 
evicted men, since Charles 11 had refused te grant a municipal chaeter. 
‘Technically, therefore, Birmingham, though even then a considerable 
market town, was not a borough. ‘The Nonconformist clergy were able 
fo gather congregations about them, and to conduct ministries forbidden 
{by lave in most other centres of population, Teis from this period that Carrs 
Eime dates. Ttlbegan in the 1660's in what is now known as the Old Meeting 
House, but some thirty yeats later the Church divided by mutual consent, 
and sew centre was found in what is now knowa ax Cars Lane 
‘With the passing of the olerition Act in’ 1689, legal barriers to the 
fonconformity were removed, and Birmingham Free 
tte Tegan ot “ener to forge ahead wich wgour. is one 
of the tronics of history thie it was the very attempt to. stamp out Non: 
conformity which this made Birmingham, and Carrs Lane Church ia 
particular, one of the strongholds of Protestantism. 

From 1689 onwards, Carrs Lane had a succession of ministers of varying. 
capacity, several of whom made their musk upon te life of the city + 64 
in these days itis Known best as the scene of the two great ministries of 
Jolin Angell James and Dr. Robert William Dale, ‘These two between them 
‘occupied the pulpit of this historic church for aleost a century, and it 
‘war Dr, Dale fn particular who gave to Carrs Lane it nation-wide repute, 
a acentre both of vigorous ‘preaching and of inspired "scholarship. 
He entered forcefully into the civic hie of Birmingham, and to his 
influence Joseph Chatuberlain owed ‘nis zeal for municipal el 

Dr, Dale wa: followed after his death in 1896 by the silver-tongued 
preacher, De. J. H. Jowett, who maintained the repute of Carrs Lane for n 
Pulpit which counts, Dr. Jowett, however, was more than a preacher, and 
She'permancnt mosument to his ministry stands today in the Digbeth In- 
fsutute still connected with Carrs Lane, Dr. Jowett went to New York 
ft 1919, to be followed at Carrs Lane by Dr. Sidney M. Rerry ; and 
uupan his sppointment in 1923 as Secretary of the Congregational Union 
‘of England and Wales, he was socceeded by the present minister, the 
Rev, Leyton Richards, under ‘whose charge Carrs Lane is sill seeking
